1. Write your name in the space on the back page. 
Your teacher will tell you what to write in the 
space opposite “Testing date.” 

2. On the profile chart first draw a profile showing 
how well the other students of your school in your 
grade did on the tests. Your teacher will put ten 
numbers on the board. These.are the average 
scores on the tests for all students in your grade 
in your school. Let us suppose the first of these 
numbers (averages) is 15. If so, you would make 
a dot on the first up-and-down line opposite 15. 
Make a dot, according to the numbers on the 
board, on each up-and-down line. Then connect 
the ten dots with a pencil line. This makes a pro- 
file of the average test scores of the students in 
your grade in your school. 

3. Now, on the same chart, draw a profile showing 
how well you did on the tests. Your teacher will 
hand you a profile card with your name on it. At 
the. top of this card are twenty numbers. The 
numbers in the unshaded boxes are your standard 
scores. The numbers in the shaded boxes are the 
percentile ranks of these scores. First copy your 
scores in the top row of the chart on this page. 
Then copy the percentile ranks in the second row 
on the chart. Then go down the lines and put a 
dot at the right place on each line, according to 
the score at the top of the line. Connect these dots 
with a pen-and-ink line. This makes a profile of 
your own test scores. 

4, By studying the inked line and comparing it with 

the penciled line, you can tell on which tests you 

‘did better than the average student in your own 
class, and on which you did less well. If the inked 
line lies above the penciled line for a test, your 
score is better than the average for your class on 
that test. The wider the separation between the 
two lines, the farther your score lies from the 
class average. 

_ By studying the percentile ranks in the second 
row of the chart, you can tell how you compare 
with students in other schools throughout the 
country. Your percentile yank on a test tells what 
per cent of all students in your grade made lower 
scores than you did. For example, if you are mn 
tenth grade and your percentile rank on Test 1 
is 79, this means that your score on Test 1 was 
better than the scores of 79 per cent of all tenth 
grade students throughout the country.

In general, the tests on which your profile 


(inked line) is lowest, or on which you have the 


lowest percentile ranks, are those on which you 
most need to improve. “a 

Having drawn your profile, you will want to 
know what the different tests measure. The lowa 
Tests measure four of what might be called the 
“fundamentals of a general education.” The ‘funda- 
mentals” are the educational skills or abilities that 
all high school students should have as a part of 
their general education. They are the necessary 
background for all other specialized training. These , 
four “fundamentals” are: 

(1) the ability to understand and use the Eng- 
lish language 

(2) the ability to do practical, everyday arith- 
metic reasoning 

(3) knowledge of the principles of the natural 
sciences and ability to think straight about 
common scientific matters 

(4) knowledge of the principles of the social sci- 
ences and ability to think straight about 
common social problems. 

The ability to speak and to write clearly and 
correctly so that other people can understand you is 
one of the most important skills you can possess. No 
matter what you do in later life, you will find it 
necessary to be able to express your thoughts easily 
and effectively to other people. Knowing how to 
read well is also a valuable skill in present-day life. 
Since reading is the best and commonest method 
of getting information about any subject, it is prob- 
ably the most useful of all the skills we learn in 
school. Your skill in the English language is meas- 
ured by Tests 3, 7, and 8. Test 3 measures your abil- 
ity to write correctly, to use proper words in ex- 
pressing your ideas, and to organize your writing 
sensibly. Test 7 shows how well you can read and 
understand literature—something which is ex- 
tremely important if you are to get the most enjoy- 
ment out of your leisure time when you are older. 
Test 8 shows how well you know English words and 
their meanings.

_Since school has been in session for 
five weeks, everyone is fairly well ac- 
quainted with their classmates, and they 
are feeling a stronger need for school 
spirit. A good start toward this was 
demonstrated when the football team 
played at Washington, ninety miles 
away during the second week of school. 
The administration said they would send 
spectator buses to the game for the stu- 
dents if enough were interested in going. 
When the students heard this they were 
interested; four buses went up without 
an empty seat in sight. The spirit is start- 
ed, but it needs pushing and thanks to 
the administration it’s getting it. Thanks 
also goes to the students that want it 
pushed. 

The students feel too, the need for 
benches in the gym locker rooms. If 
they had these benches, it would provide 
a place to sit and would also make it eas- 
ier to dress. 

We're sure that these and any others 
problems that arise will be considered 
and isettled to the advantage of the ma- 
jority.

In the 1956-57 school year $455,172.42 
was spent for general use and tuition for 
high school students. The following year 
$567,285.11 was spent. 

An estimated $601,580.00 will be spent 
this coming year. The figure was set 
higher than previous years because of 
the purchasing of equipment in the new- 
ly organized school system. “The esti- 
mate will be this high for the following 
two or three years,’’ stated Mr. Hahn. 

Last year $57,045.01 was spent for 
meeting bond payments and interest on 
the new school. This year approximately 
$99,000.00 will be spent on paying off 
bonds and interest.

It’s almost November Fourth, and that 
means elections all over the country. 
But, how many people will vote? Are 
you going to the polls that day, or are 
you iust going to sit back and have oth- 
ers do all the voting? Also if you take an 
interest, your children in future years 
will too, as holds true in many other 
things. 

But by the time a student reaches his 
early teens he just has a vague idea of 
government and its functions. He usual- 
ly knows when general elections are be- 
ing held by all the signs he sees hung 
in public places or on cars. Still it does- 
n’t bother him what is going on. 

Then when he reaches the age of 
fifteen or sixteen he has civics which 
helps teach him the main functions «f 
government. Still, the average teenager 
just hates to face the subject itself. It 
more or less “bores” him. 

After that until his senior year in 
high school he practically loses all con- 
tact with the subject. At this time 
most schools require him to take a 
course in modern problems in which the 
student actually learns all about the 
government, state and national. Again 
you hear some complain about it as if 
the very name “government” was to be 
looked down upon. 

These very students who are being 
faught about their government in their 
last year of high school are going to 
be running this country in future years. 
If they are being taught in one year 
what it took over a century to create 
what do you think they’ll really know 
about it? Unless the student goes on to 
college what he was taught in his sen- 
ior year is almost all he knows about 
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it. 

Most students graduate when they are 
between the ages of seventeen to nine- 
teen and that leaves at least a two year 
span from high school to voting age. 
If they haven’t learned the subject as 
a better-than-average student most like- 
ly a lot of it is forgotten. 

In future years it’ll be up to these 
students. If they are to understand their 
government it’s up to the parents, to 
set an example for their children to fol- 
low.”

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Hawaiian Teacher 
At N. S. High 


Among the new teachers in North 
Scott High School that are teaching 
their first year of school is, a native 
born Hawaiian teacher, Miss Florence 
Tashiro. 

Born on the island of Hawaii, the 
largest of the eight islands making up 
the Hawaiian Islands, but being of Jap- 
anese ancestry, Miss, Tashiro, spent the 
earlier years of her life on a small farm 
on a mountain slope. Her family raised 
coffee, corn and a few pigs and chickens. 
Since her father was a contractor, it 
was necessary for the family to move 
to town about the time she was beginn- 
ing her sophmore year in high school. 
While living in the sugar industry town 
of Honokaa ,her family acquired a small 
plot of land where they raised a rare 
kind of nut called a Macadamia. 

It was while attending high school 
that Miss Tashiro received the desire 
to come to the United States from her 
newspaper advisor, a Hawaiian teacher 
who graduated from Iowa State Teachers 
College in Cedar Falls, Iowa. As pointed 
out by Miss Tashiro, many young Ha- 
waiian high school graduates come to 
this country every year. Like Miss 
Tashiro, they feel the opportunities for 
an advanced education offer more poss- 
ibilities on the mainland, especially in 
the midwest and parts of California. 

When asked if living in the United 
States differed much from living in 
Hawaii, she explained that aside from 
being: accustomed to a milder climate 
and spicier foods, Hawaiian people live 
much like any other American citizen. 
“Yes,” she exclaimed, “we even have our 
own Yankee fans.” In continuing she ex- 
plained that all the latest fads and fash- 
ions reach the Hawaiian Islands rela- 


tively fast; in fact, right now the hula- 
hoop craze is making its whirl of the 
Islands with as much enthusiasm as it 
is receiving here in the United States.

Hot Lunch Program 
Explained 


“Take advantage of meals when they 
are at such low prices,” stated Mrs. Lan- 
tau, school dietician. The North Scott hot 
lunch program is designed to bring the 
best possible food to the students at a 
minimum cost. 

A type “A” lunch is served daily. This 
consists of % pint whole milk, at least 
two ounces of protein food, a % cup 
serving of vegetable or fruit, one slice 
of whole grain or enriched bread and 
butter. 

Many students do not care for such 
foods as spinach or grapefruit, but these 
must be served to comply with a type 
“A” lunch. Vitamin “A” foods must be 
served at least twice a week and vitamin, 
“C” foods served daily. The purpose of 
this is: Vitamin “A” is stored in the body 
longer than vitamin “C’”. 

National government surplus foods are 
distributed to various schools. North 
Scott receives such commodities as corn, 
green beans, rice, butter, and turkeys. 

“Drink the milk and eat your vege- 
tables and fruit,” says Mrs. Lantau, it 
will make you feel better if you do. 

Mr. Oles, coach & math teacher, gives 
his full support to the hot lunch pro- 
gram. He believes it is better to try the 
hot lunch when actually it costs almost 
the same amount of money to bring a 
sack lunch, You can not go anywhere 
else and try a meal like the one you get 
at school for the price you have to pay, 
was his opinion.

ARGENTINE VS. 
U. S$. SCHOOLS 


How good are our schools? Miss Moul- 
ton, home economics teacher, who attend- 
ed Argentina schools for six years, gave 
us an idea of what they are like. 

Argentine students attend private or 
boarding schools unless they are not 
financially able. The schools of all na- 
tionalities through 6th grade require 
students to talk Spanish in all morning 
classes and another language in the af- 
ternoon. High school subjects, such as 
algebra, plane geometry and foreign 
languages, are started in the elementary 
schools. 

Head mistresses take the place of our 
principal. There are two in each nation- 
ality school, one for each language. Uni- 
forms are required in almost all of the 
schools. In high school the boys and girls 
are separated. 

None of the schools are modern, most 
having no central heating system. Their 
text books are out of date. The sanitary 
conditions are extremely poor. The 
classrooms have no bulletin boards, al- 
most no black boards, and double desks 
with a bench and table to work on. The 
schools are overcrowded having two 
five-hour sessions a day, Monday through 
Saturday. 

Miss Moulton has also attended the 
University of Mexico as an exchange 
student. While there she studied their 
schools and has stated that their condi- 
tions are similar to Argentina’s.

fees, issuing student permits, handling 
all activity funds are chiefly the duties 
of Rebecca Madden. 

Besides serving as secretary to Mr. 
Cassidy, it is Mrs. Schroeder’s duty to 
have charge of the supply room and 
handle all elementary school affairs like 
typing bulletins, issuing textbooks and 
supplementary school materials & assist- 
ing any forty-three elementary teachers 
with whatever problems they may have. 

Having charge of the bus schedules 
and route map, handling lunch and milk 
money in the cafeteria as well as manag- 
ing the elementary milk program, serv- 
ing as receptionist in the lobby office, 
and typing menus, these constitute much 
of Margaret Curtis’s work.

In the 10-state corn- belt area in 1957, 
the FFs: Safe Corn Harvest Program was 
responsible in part for a large reduction 
in the number of corn harvest accidents. 
In many cases, this program resulted in 
an accident-free county, and in others 
the number of accidents was reduced 20 
per cent or more. In all of the communi- 
ties that cooperated with the Future 
Farmers of America in this worthwhile 
project, less than one-half accident per 
community was reported. This included 
not only accidents due to the corn picker 
but any accident as a result of the corn 
harvesting operation. 

The manufacturers of corn pickers, 
forage harvesters, elevators and equip- 
ment used in harvesting and storing corn 
have designed this equipment for safe, 
efficient operation. The operator, how- 
ever, must follow the manufacturer’s 
safe operating instructions as found in 
the operator’s manual. 

Soon, an FFA member will call at your 
home to explain the 1958 corn harvest 
safety project to you and your family. 
Listen to him. Don’t overlook the infor- 
mation he gives to you because of the 
difference in your ages.

Anyone doing so is playing 
with danger, since this is a serious vio- 
lation of school rules. 

But to all those who would be “femme 
fatlaes” — did you ever watch a pretty 
girl full of pleasing personality take a 
cigarette and start puffing on it like a 
veteran, with smoke blowing out of her 
mouth and nose?

Eligibility 
Requirements 


A list of eligibility requirements for 
participating in sport activities has been 
prepared by the faculty and administra- 
tion at North Scott. These are certain 
exceptions which must go to the State 
Athletic Association for approval. 

These are the basic requirements: 

1. Must be passing three regular sub- 
jects this semester and three in the pre- 
ceding semester. 

2. Must be an undergraduate. 

3. Must be under twenty years of age. 

4, Must not be in attendance for more 
than eight semesters (twenty days in at- 
tendance constitutes a semester). 

5. Must not receive any compensation 
for services rendered as a team other 
than athletic letters or other insignia 
given by the school. 

6. Ineligible if he changes school sys-

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Our Escape From East Germany 


It. was early spring in 1947 when our first son, Anton, was born. 
The starvation came to many people, particularly to those that came from far east 


to escape like we were going to do. 


The living was almost not possible because we had nothing to eat except a few pota- 
toes and one room for two families to live in, so we decided to escape to West Ger- 
many. We gave our few potatoes to a ticket seller who worked at the railroad station 
and he gave us information on how to go on the train. It was very cold on New Year’s 


Day in 1948, 3:00 A.M. in the morning. 


We went on train with our little bundle of clothes and our eight months’ old son 
wrapped in one blanket. We rode the train for two days without food and sleep. 
Finally we came to a very small town about eighteen miles from the border of West 
Germany. When we came out of the train it was raining very hard and it didn’t stop 
till late afternoon. We started walking at 5:00 A.M. and walked till late afternoon 
and finally with our last strength we came to the border. 


We put our little bundle on the cold 
ground and sat down on the muddy river 
bank for a rest, and yet the most dif- 
ficult job to do was to cross the border. 
Then the baby started to cry because it 
was hungry. An old farmer came along 
with his dog and we were scared because 
we thought it was a Russian guard com- 
ing. But when he came near we saw that 
he was an old man, unarmed, with his 
dog. We asked him how and where to 
cross the border and if there were any 
guards around. He showed us a very dan- 
gerous little bridge to cross, because of 
the condition of the bridge. There were 
no guards around, so we went on, mostly 
crawling on our hands and knees. One 
time we heard shooting not far away. We 
knew then that the guards were very 
close, but with God’s help and our pray- 
ers we finally crossed that bridge into 
West Germany. 

The first thing we did when we got 
across was to kneel down and thank God 
we made it, even if it was the hard way. 
It was then that we decided to go to 
America to find freedom but we had to 
wait four more years, and again in Jan- 
uary, 1952, our happiest day came, be- 
cause we were going to go to the United 
States for ever, and we are very glad to 
be here in that great country America.

RESPONSIBILITIES 
OF FREEDOM

Freedom stands at a crossroad. Its 
principles are being examined. Its 
strength and fortitude are being tested. 
Since freedom was first attained, it has 
been watched by others — hopefully, 
derisively, joyously, scornfully, It has an 
age-old challenge facing it — can free- 
dom survive and will it really carry out 
the promises and principles it contains? 

Unfortunately, we, the free people, 
accept this challenge too casually as be- 
ing “age-old.” We do not place it in fresh 
perspective as it should be placed. We 
do not look at it with careful perspec- 
tive eyes. We should and we must! We, 
the free people, must awaken anew to 
the realization that our freedom is en- 
dowed with responsibilities, and to the 
fact that it is up to us to fulfill them. 

Who are these free people and what 
are their responsibilities? Free people 
are those who walk upon streets, day 
or night, heads high, unafraid. They are 
those who write and print unbiased news 
stories, and they are those who read 
those same stories. They are those peo- 
ple who form their own opinions and 
voice them unafraid. They are those who 
go to churches of their choice, revent- 
ly, hearts uplifted. They are those who 
can speak out, and read and write with- 
out fear. They are those people who can 
laugh and dream and hope. They can 
strive and work and pray to make those 
dreams and hopes come true. No one 
will tell them they cannot have their 
dreams come true, for they are free peo- 
ple. 
. Those who possess freedom are for- 
tunate. Those who possess it and USE it 
are wise. Only when ‘its terms are put 
into practice by the people and their 
leaders, wholeheartedly and gladly, can 
there be freedom in the truest sense. 

Not everyone will have the same in- 
terpretation, but basic principles should 
be similar. Freedom of speech, freedom 
of religion, freedom of press, freedom 
to participate in choosing government 
leaders, freedom from fear, freedom 
from want; these should be symbolic 
of all free people. And they must be 
used! If people have an opportunity to 
write to leaders telling them of their 
wishes, they should WRITE! If people 
know of some way in which to improve 
some particular plan or action, they must 
SPEAK UP It is through neglect, indif- 
ference, and disuse that freedom is suf- 
focated, slowly, bit by bit, until it has 
finally disappeared. Then it is too late. 
NOW is the time to appreciate, respect, 
and to USE it. 


Education of people the world over is 
Vital. It is useless to hope that total 
strangers will cooperate fully with one 
another when there is no common un- 
derstanding between them. Until there 
is a common meeting-ground upon which 
people can become acquainted with 
ideals and beliefs of cach other, there 
will be no common links. Without these 
essential links, there will be no strength 
in the bond of fighters for freedom. 

The fact that people believe and think 
differently should be recognized and ac- 
cepted, and these individual beliefs 
should be given proper respect. To aid 
in cooperation and understanding among 
peoples, education should also include 
learning the basic government of others, 
the languages, and their commercial 
data. Thus can communications and plans 
for aid become easier. 

Do the people understand what free- 
dom is and what it stands for? Are they 
confused as to what the meaning of 
socialism, communism, fascism, and 
other political “isms” are? Many who 
want to know, don’t. The free people 
must teach them, by word and by action, 
what freedom is. People will choose when 
they are ready, and we pray that they 
will choose freedom. But first they must 
be educated. Ignorance is danger itself. 
We must educate the people! 

Since freedom has been a struggle and 
presumedly shall continue being so, we 
must strive to instill respect and love for 
freedom in generations to come. Young 
people must learn how to work for it, 
how to sacrifice for it, and how to live 
for it. Attaining freedom was difficult. 
Keeping it will be even more difficult. 
Opposition and obstacles will become 
more impeding as progress increases in 
the modern world. Keeping freedom is 
what fathers and sons and even moth- 
ers and daughters have fought for and 
died for. The toil — the sweat — the 
pain — the fatigue — the bloodshed — 
the dying — these make our freedom 
priceless. We must keep that freedom! 

We cannot stop there. As long as there 
are people throughout the world still 
bound by the chains of fear, ignorance, 
despotism, and blind submission, there 
will be a place for freedom’s fighters. 
While there are leaders who through 
ruthless and selfish conquest gain con- 
trol over people and rule without regards 
for their wishes, there will be freedom’s 
battlefield.

Dear Editor: 


I have watched with a great deal of in- 
terest the question whether or not the 
LANCE should continue with the page 
of elementary news. I would like to make 
a few comments on this, if permitted to 
do so. 

The primary job of any school, includ- 
ing North Scott High School, is to pro- 
vide the best educational experiences for 
its students, that is possible under the 
existing circumstances. However, the 
North Scott High School, for many years 
to come, must serve and perform other 
important duties. The first of these is 
that is should serve the district as a 
whole. This district is large in area 
and the people of the district are un- 
able to communicate with one another, 
as they should do in most situations. 
Since our elementary schools are so 
widely scattered, it behooves the North 
Scott High School, the administration, 
faculty, and students to put forth an ex- 
tra effort to provide a focal point on 
which the entire district can revolve. 

Since it is so difficult for the parents 
of this district to communicate with 
one another, it is absolutely necessary 
that the LANCE help serve in this 
important function. There are more 
people in the North Scott Community 
School District who have children in 
the elementary grades and not in the 
High School. They are, however, ex- 
tremely interested, not only in what goes 
on in the elementary grades, but also 
in activities of the High School. They 
have the right and the privilege of re- 
ceiving news of both levels. At the pre- 
sent time their only means of doing so 
is through the LANCE. To cut-out this 
source of information would be in my 
opinion a serious mistake. 

My last point is that the elementary 
grades of the North Scott District are 
as much a part of this district, as is the 
Junior-Senior High School. This being 
true, it is an important factor that one 
page of the LANCE he allowed for news 
and information for two-thirds of the stu- 


dent body of the North Scott Communi- 


ty School District. It seems to me only 
fair that the elementary students and the 
elementary teachers be given this op- 
portunity to inform all parents of this 
school district of their various activities.

The North Scott Lancers have gone against all predications and downed their 
fourth opponent. The last of these was Hayes Catholic of Muscatine on January 27 
in their gym. Following the teams to all away games have been a full bus load of

Did You Know? 


1. Personal fouls always involve con- 
tact and occur during a live ball. (Excep- 
tion: during a throw-in.) 

2. The penalty for a single flagrant 
foul is always 2 free throws and disqual- 
ification. 

3. If a foul by one player is followed 
before the clock starts by any foul by 
another, it is a jump ball at center after 
the last free throw. ; 
4. A live ball foul by the offense (team 
in control or last in control) or the ex- 
piration of time for a period kills the 
ball immediately unless the ball is in 
flight on a try for goal. 

5. Any free throw violation by the 
offense kills the ball immediately. 

6. A double foul involves only perso 
al fouls and only 2 players. 

7. The official’s whistle seldom kills 


the ball( it is already dead.) 


but it has no significanc 
foul by the defense 
which begins when the 


ball is clearly in flight.

Month of Great Men 


People remember the month of Feb- 
ruary as a month of births of great men- 
Abraham Lincoln, George Washington, 
and Thomas Edison - great because of 
the things they did for the people. 

When people are asked to name a fam- 
ous president many respond with the 
name “Abraham Lincoln.” What makes 
Lincoln remain in the minds of people? 
‘What made him famous and great? Many 
say that it was a rare combination of 
humor and humility that made Lincoln 
what he was. Known to the world as 
“Honest Abe” and “Father Abraham” he 
did what many though impossible - pre- 
served the union. 

Among the accomplishments achieved 
during his years in office are that the 
free mail service was established and 
the first federal paper money was issu- 
ed. The most important of all accom- 
plishments — the freeing of the slaves. 

Another famous president - George 
Washington - also born in the month of 
February, in known as “the Father of 
his Country.” The first president of the 
United States, Commander in Chief of 
the Continental Army, and president of 
the Constitutional Convention are the 
three most important offices held by 
Washington. 

Born into a wealthy family, Washing- 
ton’s background was entirely different 
than that of Lincoln. His boyhood days 
were easily compared to those of Lincoln 
an he received a good education. 

The world’s greatest inventor, Thomas 
Edison, was born in February. The best 
description of Edison in one sentence is 
“a genius with the ability to do the hard- 
est things the easiest ways”. Some of 
the gifts Edison gave to the world are 
the electric light, the phonograph, stor- 
age battery, and many others.

Mr. Suiter is at the present time ¢x- 
ecutive vice-president of the Farmers, 
Savings Bank in Princeton. He has held 
various other important positions such 
as treasurer of the Princeton Presbyter- 
ian Church, treasurer of the town of 
Princeton, secretary-treasurer of the. 
Princeton Community Building Co., of 
Princeton, and past president of the 
Scott County Bankers Association. 

Living in Princeton, Mr. Suiter’s fam- 
ily includes three children: Anne, 6th 
grade, Steve 3rd grade, and Sarah 2 
years,

Whats Lent and Why 


Does Septuagemsima sound familiar to 
you? Or Sexagesima and Quinqua- 
Sesima? How about Tuesday, Fastnacht, 
Fat Tuesday, or Shroue Tuesday? 


The first three jaw-breaking Latin 
names are the three Sundays in the Pre- 
Lenten season. First is Septuagesima, 
second is Sexagesima and third Sunday is 
Quinquagesima. In English the names 
mean seventieth, sixtieth, and fiftieth— 
the idea is that they are seventy, sixty, 
and fifty days before Easter. Although 
the figuring will not hold up today, the 
mames have remained. 

Pre-Lent season did not exist for many 
years. The season of Epiphany, commem- 
erating the extension of Christianity to 
all the world and beginning on January 
6, previously ended on Ash Wednesday. 
This abruptly threw people from a hap- 
Py-season into the season of fasting. Thus 
Pre-Lent was set aside. 

Septuagesima is officially the begin- 
ning of a season of preparation period 
from Septuagesima to Ash Wednesday 
is Pre-Lent. 

Pancake Tuesday? Fat Tuesday? Mar- 
dis Gras? Fastnacht? Doughnut Tuesday? 
Carnival? Shroue Tuesday? A person’s 
choice of the name may be directly indi- 
cative of his ancestry but regardless of 
language or country, they all mean the 
same — the last day before the long fast 
of Lent, 

In old times people made confessions 
before Lent, thus being “shriven” of 
“their ‘sins. From this comes the best- 
known name — Shroue Tuesday. Except: 
for Fastnacht (Eve of the Fast) and the 
Italian Carnivale. (Farewell to Meat), the 
other names indicate the problem of us- 
ing up forbidden foods before Lenten 
prohibition began. The day was full of 

eating and celebrating, as had been the 

preceding Sunday and Monday. The three 
days together were known as “Shrove- 
tide.’ "The Monday before Shroue Tues- 
day, in England, was used as the day 
to use up all meat in the house. A slice 
of meat was a “Collop”; Monday became 
“Collop Monday.” 

The beginning of the solemn Lenten 
season is Ash Wednesday, started about 
fourteen centuries ago. Jewish Principles 
demanded proper preparation time for 
all “big days” and this carried into Cath- 
olic and Protestant practices also. At 
first this period of preparation was set 
for the forty hours preceding Easter 
Day. It soon increased to seven, thirty, 
and finally forty days. { 

Gregory the Great, in the sixth 
century, proclaimed Lent’s beginning to 
be on the Wednesday before the first 
Sunday in the forty-day period. This re- 
moved the confusion caused .because 
Sundays could not be considered fast- 
days. He is also credited with the cere- 
mony on Ash Wednesday. Faithful peo- 
ple would go before the altar, and the 
Priest would’ mark a cross with ashes 
on’ their forehead, saying, “Memento 
homo ‘quio pulvis es, et in pulverem 
reverteris.”. (Remember, man, that thou 
ae ust, and unto dust thou. shalt re- 


‘The Ashes used to mark the crosses 
with were from the palms that had been 


blessed on Palm Sunday of the previous 
year, 

: At first only public penitents — con- 
victed criminals — were given the cere- 
mony. They came barefooted to the 
church door. Soon extra self-condemned 
penitents voluntarily joined; the number 
increased so much that the administra- 
tion of ashes was given to the entire con- 
gregation, and the present ceremony de- 
veloped for Roman Catholic churches and 
other churches where the Catholic tradi- 
tion is preserved. 

Jewish custom shows that Jews would 
put on sack-cloth and sprinkle themselves 
with ashes. 

Now we come to the season for which 
all this preparation has been made — 
Lent. Coming from the Anglo-Saxon 
word “lenchten,” meaning “lengthen,” 
it denotes the forty days before Easter. 
It is observed by all Catholic Christian- 
dom as fast and is also observed tra- 
ditionally by a lot of Protestant denomi- 
nations. 

St. Luke, Chapter 5, verse 5, reads: 
“But the days will come when the 
bridegroom shall be taken away from 
them, and then shall they fast in those 
days.” Applied to the Lenten season, it 
signifies the time between the Cruci- 
fixion and the Resurrection. 

Forty is a significant number in the 
Bible — Moses was without food for for- 
ty days on Mt. Sinai; Elijah fasted forty 
days; Gregory, the great sixth-century 
pope said, “Offer unto Him also the 
tenth of your days. “Forty days ap- 
proximate ten per cent of the year, ex- 
plaining why Lent is sometimes called 
a “tithe of the year.” 

Why the fasting of Lent? Always a 
Principle of the great religions, it is 
considered a symbol of self-discipline. 

Wordsworth stated, “The world is too 
much with us.” Religion teaches that 
man Is too much preoccupied with phy- 
sical necessities and pleasures than with 
attention to spiritual things.” 

Therefore, the season of Lent is noted 
for de-emphasizing worldly things. 


ITED Test Scores 
Given Oui 


; Scores from the Iowa Tests of Educat- 
ional Development have been received 
at North Scott. These tests, taken in 
September by the high school students, 
measure the student’s knowledge fields 
including social studies background, nat- 
ural sciences background, correctness in 
writing, quantitative thinking, reading- 
social studies, reading - literature, read- 
ing-natural science, general vocabulary, 
and use of sources of information. 

Accurately measuring students educat- 
ional growth, these scores compare North 
Scott Students with all students throu- 
ghout the country, and with students in 
their own school. They measure the Sa- 
me fundamental abilities for all students, 
record educational development from 
year to year, and measure abilities that 
are developed outside of the classroom, 
as well as in it. 
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Students were given their scores and 
could discuss them with the teachers or 
Mr. Anderson. 


Seniors can especially gain help from °*:*- 


these test scores by receiving their scores 
in past years, and learning what subjects 
they have come up in, or vice-versa. Also 


Mr. Anderson has an approximate com.-.... 


parison of these scores to the student’s 
chance of success at certain colleges. It 
is not specific, but it does give the pros- 
pective college student an opportunity 
to see “where he stands”. 

Students may also talk to their parents 
about the scores to give the parent a 
better idea of where his child stands 
as a student. 


North Scott's 
Reading Room 


North Scott High has another attrac- 
tive feature, the library. With tables, 
chairs, and conference rooms, it has be- 
come a favorite spot for many students 
for both research and quiet study. 

Students are free to choose from many 
types of books lining the shelves in the 
wide spacious room, Handy are non-fict- 
ion, fiction, biography, reference, and 
magazines. 

A partial inventory of books in the 
library shows that there are approxi- 
mately 1034 books lining the shelves 
now that belong to the school. Included 
are: 

34 supplementary magazines, 

5 sets of encyclopedias, 

2 large atlases, 

3 history reference book Sets, 

3 large dictionaries, 

16 small dictionaries, 

1 set of Copeland’s Treasury for Book- 

Lovers, 

Many more non-fiction books used as 
references, daily newspaper  supple- 
ments. 

Mrs. Bell, the librarian, is kept busy 
checking books in and out, filing other 
books, and helping students obtain in- 
formation they are looking for. In the 
month of January, approximately 1300 
books were checked out, which shows 
the good use of the facilities. 

These books are supplemented by an 
approximate 800 books loaned from the 
Scott County Library in Eldridge. 

According to records and expenditures 
$3600 will have been spent on the li- 
brary and approximately $150 for mis- 
cellaneous supplies.

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The Dogwood 
Legend 


Customs and legends have grown up 
around most of the holidays. For Christ- 
mas there is the tree with its ornaments 
symbolizing the light of the world and 
new birth. Saint Nicholas has grown to 
be a legend enjoyed by all. 

But Easter seems to be a time for 
deeper thought and deeper appreciation 
for the Christ - who died on the cross 
that we may be forgiven. One of the more 
thought provoking legends that has 
grown up around Easter is the legend 
of the Dogwood Tree. 

The legend goes like this — 

Centuries ago, the stately Dogwood 
tree proudly reached toward heaven, 
flinging strong branches and fresh green 
leaves upward in praise and in suppli- 
cation. Its trunk stood as straight as a 
sentinel, announcing to all the new life 
of Spring, as well as the rich glory of 
autumnal days. 

And the cross . . . that which bore 
Christ’s body was hewn from this proud 
Dogwood tree. So great was the tree’s 
humility that it grew twisted in agony, 
gnarled with disgrace, bent and slender 
in meekness. Its true grain was stained 
by His blood, forever to remain a living 
symbol of His pain and suffering. On 
Easter Morning the Dogwood tree caught 
the radiance of New Life and Re-awak- 
ened Hope. Its lowly branches vibrating 
with the joy of the Good News, burst 
forth in an array of soft white splendor. 
Four delicate petals in each bloom form- 
ed a cross - each edge marked with 
brown nail prints. A crown of thorns, 
as He wore, formed the center of each 
blossom.

Why Easter 


White lilies adorn the altar and their 
fragrance permeates through the church 
as the people sit in silent reverence. 

The minister approaches the pulpit, 
and we hear him say, “Let us give heart- 
felt thanks and be joyful today—the day 
that Christ arose from the dead.” 

This is a typical Easter Sunday 
throughout our country and many other 
countries. This is the day people came 
to church with hearts especially up- 
lifted. This is the day that people who 
have not been in church any other Sun- 
day in the year will come; people don 
their best clothes, smile their best, and 
give a little extra in the offering plate. 

Why? Why is this Sunday, Easter Sun- 
day, given so much attention? What is 
so special about it? 

Often called the “Sunday of Joy”, it 
is the commemoration of the Resurrect- 
ion of Christ. Culminating all the tragic 
pain and suffering and grief of Christ, 
this day to Christians is the most joyous- 
symbolic of God’s plan for salvation of 
mankind. 


The fresh awakening of life and nature . 


adds special significance, too-the spring- 
time. The dull coldness of winter is 
thrown off, winds blow warmly and soft- 
ly, the ground dons a rich new green car- 
pet, and the whole earth seems to sing 
aloud with vibrant life. Everything is in 
time with a rebirth of life. What more 
_fitting time to celebrate the most joy- 
ous of all Christian days? 

Easter was not always observed so. 
Due to the Puritanical anti-festival in- 
fluence, it was only when the civil War 
brought grief and death to so many 
American homes that the Resurrection 
became truly significant to the whole 
nation. 

In 325 the Council of Nicea had de- 
cided, after the Christian Church re- 
mained undecided for three centuries, 
that it should fall on the first Sunday 
after the first full moon on or after the 
vernal equinox. This explains the range 
in date from March 22 to April 25. 


(Superstitions) 

Once a superstition that it was unlucky 
to not wear new apparel on Easter, it 
has gradually turned into a trend in 
America. Stores are full of “Easter 
clothes”, and people splurge on new 
hats, suits, shoes, and dresses. 

The dancing sun was also a common 
belief. The sun supposedly danced at sun- 
rise. Finally the conclusion was reached 
that the sun did not really dance, but 
since so many popular Easter sunrise 
services are held, there may be some 
connection between that and wanting to 
get out early to see the sun express its 


Joy. 

To see a lamb was a very lucky omen, 
because the two forms the devil cannot 
acquire are those of the dove and the 
lamb. But at Easter a lamb was a special 
omen, denoting the feast of the Lamb 
of God that was slain and rose again. ° 

English orgination accounts for the 
tradition of cating ham at Easter. Eng- 
lishmen first ate bacon to repudiate 
Jewish food, but William the Conqueror 
encouraged his subjects to substitute 
ham for bacon because he liked it better. 

Colored Easter eggs relate to a legend 
about Sinior of Cyrene,who carried the 
Lord’s cross (St. Luke—Chapter 23, 
verse 26). He is said to have been an egg 
peddler and when he returned to his 
egg basket from the tragic Golgother, 
the eggs in the basket were miraculous- 
ly and beautifully decorated. 

The Paschal Candle 

Roman Catholic churches and some 
other churches place a large candle near 
the altar on Holy Saturday. It is called 
the “Paschal Candle” “Paschal” being 
derived with some alterations from the 
Jewish word for Passover—because it is 
used during the Paschal season, the fifty 
days following Easter. 

Spoken in writing as early as the 
fourth century, this big candle is an 
ancient accessory. 


Easter Variations 


The idea of new clothes for Easter 
came about because the earth is dressed 
in a new cloak of green for Spring. It 
was considered unlucky if you didn’t 
have new clothes. 

The Easter egg and rabbit are both 
signs of new life and purity and light. 

In many of the Catholic Countries Lent 
is preceeded by a carnival season such 
as the Marti Gras in New Orleans. 

Egg rolling on the White House Lawn 
is a European Custom. It was started by 
Dolly Madison and is an annual event. 

If Easter falls on “Annunciation,” the 
day Mary was told she was going to be 
the mother of Jesus (March 25). There 
is a legend that it means national trag- 
edy. Though it happened in 1953 there 
was no incident reported. 

Sunrise service, as we know it, was 
brought about by the idea that the sun 
danced on Easter morning after Christ 
had risen. 

It is considered lucky to see a lamb on 
Easter morning because a lamb and a 
Dove are the only two animal forms that 
the devil cannot assume.

Each year the National Science Foun- 
dation awards study grants to certain 
high school and junior high school sci- 
ence instructors selected for their po- 
tential ability as science teachers of sci- 
ence study. 

Having applied for their summer 
course, Mr. Peeters, chemistry, physics 
and general science instructor in North 
Scott High’s science department, was re- 
cently notified that his application had 
been accepted and that he had been 
awarded one of these study grants. 

Provided for in this stipend was in- 
cluded $600 to cover his tuition and fees 
for this eight-week course as well as 
a $480 allowance for dependents and a 
special travel allowance.

Received War Citation 

During the war she received a year’s 
“war leave,” and she occupied the top 
woman’s position for DuPont on a secret 
“classified” project, in a plutonium plant 
in Hanford, Washington. For this, she 


received a citation from the 
partment. i 

In 1946 she married Mr. C, A. Mock 
more. He had attended Wilton Junction 
High School in Wilton Junction, Iowa; 


he gained his Ph’d in engineering at the _ 


University of Iowa, and also played foot- 
ball on the famed 1922 “Big Ten Team’. 
He became the head of civil engineering 
at Oregon State. Mr. Mockmore died in 
1953, 

Reminiscing, Mrs. Mockmore related 
a humorous incident that occured when 
she received her B.A. at the College of 
Puget Sound. Her father witnessed the 
event, and as she greeted him, he re- 
plied, “Well, I’m plumb ashamed! Our 
family didn’t finish our education until 
we were almost fifty.” He himself had 
started studying to be a doctor when he 
was 42, 

Mrs. Mockmore has a daughter and a 
step-daughter who are both married to 
engineers, and another step-daughter 
who is a supervisor in a medical school. 

At present she is associate Professor 
of Family Relations at Iowa State College 
in Ames, Iowa. She has lectured to many 
groups, including 44 high schools this 
past year.

“An average of 35 cases come in to 
me everyday,” stated Mrs. Cronkleton, 
North Scott nurse. “These include every- 
thing from serious to minor cases.” 

Students get home by parents or one 
of the office staff, if the parents don’t 
come to get them. 

Approximately $500.00 has been spent 
so far on high school and elementary 
school health supplies and materials. 
Equipment, including a counter, sink, 
filing cabinet, desk and chairs, has cost 
about $700.00. 

Together, these costs and the nurse’s 
salary cover the total cost of the oper- 
ation of the health department at North 
Scott. This much will not be spent each 
year, but because this was the first year 
all this money was to be spent for 
equipment. Now the only extra’s that 
have to be bought are small items such 
as bandages, cotton tips, gauze, and casts.

Business Courses 


A new curriculum of business courses 
has been prepared by Gerald Clemmen- 
sen for the business department of 
North Scott. The present course of study 
is only for girls primarily in the secre- 
tarial field. The proposed new one, which 
will be used in the near future, will 
offer three specific fields. 

One course wil be for those girls go- 
ing into the secretarial profession. It 
will include a general business course, 
typing, shorthand, bookkeeping, cler- 
ical practice, secretarial practice, and 
transcription. 

A second course of study is for those 
students going into the clerical field. It 
will include a general business course, 
typing, bookkeeping, clerical practice, 
and business typing. 

In the new curriculum, there will also 
be a business schedule for boys. General 
business, typing, bookkeeping, business 
orginization, business law, business math, 
and retailing will be among the sub- 
jects in this area. 

At the present time the bookkeeping 
class has been working on practice sets 
to better acquaint them with the prob- 
lems involved in bookkeeping. These sets 
include checks, invoices, sales slips, and 
such other papers as are actually used 
in the operation of a business. 


Seniors Job Hunting 


Quite a few North Scott seniors are 
well on their way to summer and yearly 
employment upon graduation. 

Last fall Mr. DeWayne Behrens from 
the Iowa State Employment Service vis- 
ited the school and passed out registra- 
tion cards. Because of this every senior 
at North Scott is now registered with the 
employment service. 

Also, earlier in the year, “GATB” 
tests were given. (General Aptitude 
Test Battery.) Thirty-nine seniors par- 
ticipated in it. 

Just recently Mr. Behrens was back 
at school and gave out special clerical 


tests to the interested senior girls. Twen-’ 


ty-one girls took the test, which included 
typing, shorthand and spelling.

A Look At The 
Grades 


The elementary grades of the North 
Scott Community School District have 
just finished a successful year, In my 
opinion the classroom instruction, as a 
whole, has improved a great deal. The 
children in general have adjusted very 
well to the graded schools, and they 
have taken advantage of the opportunity 
the graded schools afford. 

This past year we have completed a 
study of our Arithmetic program. This 
study was carried out by a group of nine 
teachers and the Director of Elementary 
Education. Consequently, for the 1959-60 
school year the district will have new 
Arithmetic books, grades 1-8. All of the 
teachers on this committee volunteered 
to serve, and they all did a fine job. 

The next school year will be spent in 
evaluating our reading program. This 
must be done every five years so that 
we may be sure we are not falling be- 
hind in our methods or the materials 
we use in the classroom. 

The greatest need in the elementary 
area is for better facilities. Under our 
present setup both the teacher and the 
student are handicapped because of the 
situation in which they find themselves. 
The population of North Scott is grow- 
ing every year, and in the elementary 
grades we are slowly but surely running 
out of space. This problem for some 
areas of the district must be solved 
soon, or we will be in serious trouble. 

Several areas of the elementary cur- 
riculum are also in need of improve- 
ment. Two of the most needy are Music 
and Art. Both of these will become act- 
ual parts of the curriculum when the 
facilities we need become a reality. In 
the meantime, we shall do our best to 
improve the instruction in these two 
areas with the facilities we have at hand. 

This year we have added to the ele- 
mentary grades a room for exceptional 
children. The district as a whole, can be 
proud of this achievement. This facility 
has given to these children the oppor- 
tunity to grow at their own pace. What 
is more important, it has removed them 
from the pressures of the regular class- 
room. 

In the future the elementary grades 
should continue to improve if the follow- 
ing points are accomplished: 

1. New and better facilities 

2. More supplementary material for 
the classrooms 

3. Higher qualifications for the 
teaching staff 

4. Closer cooperation between the 
parents and the teachers, and the 
administration 


Whatever success we have had in the 
past is due to the cooperation and the 
help the parents have given to the 
schools. This will even be more neces- 
sary to achieve success in the future.

Looking Ahead 


The first year of operation of the 
North Scott High School, and the third 
year of operation of the North Scott 
School District has now become history. 
Much has been accomplished in the past 
three years, but more remains to be 
done. 

In the high school field it will soon 
be time to evaluate how well the curric- 
ulum now in use meets the needs of 
the students in attendance. We plan to 
operate another year using the same 
curriculum, and then set up an evalua- 
tion committee to study this problem. 
Any suggestions will be appreciated. 


Much work remains to be done around 
the school and grounds. Landscaping has 
been started and will be continued until 
eventual completion. The physical edu- 
cation and athletic areas need a great 
deal of work. Fencing of the site has 
been started and will be continued. 


The faculty is at work on the prelim- 
inary work toward meeting approval 
of and acceptance by the North Central 
Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. It is planned now that we will 
meet the requirements for this accred- 
iting agency by March, 1960. 

In the elementary field we are handi- 
capped as far as curriculum changes are 
concerned by the facilities available. 
Studies will be under way soon leading 
to recommendations toward improving 
these facilities. Changes are being made 
in the materials and textbooks to be 
used. These changes should somewhat 
strengthen the elementary program. 

A great deal of work will be done this 
summer in painting and improving the 
facilities that are available in the ele- 
mentary schools. 

Many people have contributed to the 
success so far enjoyed in improving the 
education available to the children in 
the North Scott District. Everyone, in 
any way connected with the work accom- 
plished, — teachers, school board mem- 
bers, citizens committee members, and 
others who have in any way contributed, 
deserve the heartfelt appreciation of 
the students of this school district. Only 
through your efforts have we advanced 
this far.
